Arabs to hike 
oil price 10%

DOHA. Qatar (IPI» Oil 
ministers ol the Organization 
ot petMj^un^ l^xportlng Coun- 
Hies oecidAl Thursday to 
boost oil prices up to 10 i>er 
cent on Jan. 1. 

The IS-member confereh<'e 
agreed to allow Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates 
to raise prices by rmly five 
t)er cent while the 11 other 
OPEC nations imposed the 
full 10-per-cent increa.se ac- 
(rording to Venezuelan min¬ 
ister Valentin Hernandez 
.Xcosta. 

The decision, which was 
forecast to mean an increase 
of a penny a gallon in the 
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jMu e of gasoline in the United 
Slates, came after the refusal 
of Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Ya- 
inani, the Saudi Arabian oH 
minister, to join the mo.iorlty 
and raise prices by 15 per 
cent. 

Hernandez said the “tempo¬ 
rary re.solutlon” of OPEC's 
pricing problems would last 
only ftom Jan. 1 to June 1. 
and he said agreement on it 
was unanimous among the 13 
OPEC members. 

Acebrding to estimates by 
r.S. Commerce SecretaiT/ El¬ 
liot Ktehardson. the oil price 
inci'ease will mean a mini¬ 
mum billion out of the 
|X)ckets of American con¬ 
sumers in the coming year. 

Richardson told a newi eon- 
feronc^ Thursday that a live- 
|)er*A'ent price increase would 
translate into a surge of SI. 7 
billion in U.S. dollars si>ent 
abroad in 1977 and. at the con-1 
sun>er level, a $2-billion boost 
in the cost ot fuel and thft- 
energy comjioncnt of other 
products. 

Much of the consumer price 
boost will show up In gasoline 
and heating fuel an 

average one cent a gallon 
but not uniformly around the 
nation. Richardson estimated. 

Vainani. one of tlw* most 
povverlul voices in the organi¬ 
sation. had lieen holding out 
for a six-month oil price 
free?.?. 

C<ittference sources said it 
seemed likely that the 11 
••ountries might try to raise 
their prices by another five 
I>er cent in July, after the 
temporary plan ends.

Three V'ictoria i»assengcrs 
were among 16 i>ei>><Jns wivi 
survived a frightening ordeal 
Tltursday when an AirWest 
.\irlines Twin Otter ditched in 
the freezing wat^s.pf Juan de 
Fuca Strait, three mil^s-south'^ 
of Macaulay Point. 

If the U.S. Coast Guard 
hadn't arrived shortly after 
the crash, a Vancouver pas¬ 
senger said. the ijcople 
aboard the plane “weuidn’t be 
celebrating Christmas this 
year.” 

The Twin Otter, a lurboiimp 
designed to land on water, 
was Flight IM from Van¬ 
couver to Victoria. 

Four U.S* helicopters and 
five ships arrived at the scene 
minutes after the pilot, Ted 
Mitchell of Chilliwack, ra¬ 
dioed a distress signal ^t 
11:20 a.m. The message wTf# 
picked up by a coa.st guard 
helicopter at Port Angeles. 
Wash. 

Mitchell. who received 
minor head injuries, was 
treated at Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital and released. The other 
persrms aboard the plane es¬ 
caped major injury in the 
2*2-hour ordeal. 

The Victoria passengers 
were Gwennelh Saunders, 884 
Falkland, Tirjeet Singh Johl, 
3662 Dartmouth, and Dr. 
Peter Coy, 4532 Tiedemann. 

All passengers and crew 
Mitchell and co-pilot Mike 
Lowther of West Vancouver — 
were placed aboard a U.S. 
Coast Guard helicopter and 
later transferred to a Canadi¬ 
an Harbors Board pilot boat. 

Jim McCrory. who was 
manning the radio at the Port 
Angeles coast guard station, 
said the U.S. helicopters had 
to search blindly through the 
fog “until they stumbled on 
the plane." 

Two coast guard helicopters 
were sent out on the search, 
and were later .joined by two 
U.S. Navy helicopters and tw’o 
coast guard surface vessels 
from Port Angeles. 

The first Jielicopter at the 
scene settled down in the 
w'ater next to the disabled air¬ 
plane, and began taking pas¬ 
sengers aboard. 

One of the copter ci^ewmen 
jumped into the water to 
assist passengers who were 
swimming over from the 
plane's ponhxm and cabin and 
the co-^pilot hel(>ed the passen¬ 
gers Into the helicopter. 

About halfway through the 
rescue operation, MeCrory 
said, the AirWest plane sud¬ 
denly listed and as it did so 


one of its wings passed 
Ihroui^h the copier's spinning 
rotors. 

The tips of all three rotors 
were knocked off. and the 
pilot made no attempt to lift 
off after taking all the passen¬ 
gers aboard. 

The f»bssenger.s were then 
transferred to the harbors 
board craft and the heliaipter 


was tewed back to Pori .\n- 
geles. 

The Pacilir Rescue Co-or¬ 
dination Centre said the 
18-passenger T w' i n Otter 
tipped over and the passenger 
compartment wa.s submerged 
alter all passengei's had left 
the plane. A tug later tied a 
line to The plane but the line 
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Only 4 giving days left

‘Temporary’ 
flu-shot halt 


The provincial health department Thursday 
ordered temporary abandonment of the swine flu 
vaccination program. 

The action came after a U.S.-wide liall ordei-ed 
because of concern over a possible connection with 
temporary paralysis. Ontario also temporarily su¬ 
spended its swine flu inoculations. 


The B.C. health ministry 
announcement came a few 
hours after issuance of a new 
priority list ^9! occupations en¬ 
titled to the vaccine. 

In’ the U.S. the national 
Centre for Disease Control in 
Atlanta reported earlier that 
some persons vaccinated 
against influenza had devei- 
ojfed a condition known as the 
Ciullain-Barre syndrome. The 
• «mo»uau<Hwent Tuesday said 
there was no conneciion be¬ 
tween the ailment andMhe 
swine flu vaccination pro¬ 
gram. 

The CDC said, however, it 
was halting the U.S.-wide pin- 
gram temptjrarily iiending 
lurther study of the rela¬ 
tionship between the conditl«>n 
and the vaccination program. 

Before the cancellation no¬ 
tice in B.C. it had been an¬ 
nounced that next in line lor 
the vaccine were doctors and 
nui'ses, hospital workers, am¬ 
bulance drivers, persons 
working in community care 
tacilities. police and prison 
guards, liremen. B.C. Hydni 
employees and the B.C. 'Tele¬ 
phone staff. 

Already thousands of elder¬ 
ly and ^ronically-ill jiersons 
had received the vaccine. 
7.QOO of them In Greater Vic¬ 
toria, 

A clinic had been planned 
for today at the Cook Street 
offices of the Capital Region 
community health service, a 
s()Okesman said. 

Dr Kenneth Benson, as¬ 
sociate deputy health min- 
i.ster, said suspension of the 
program would not affect 
those most likely to be hit by 
swine flu — those in the high- 
risk categories and those over 
(i5 or chronically ill — as that 
part of tile program had been 
completed.

Rather than concentrate all 
rescue facilities at one point, 
Canadian forces are located 
further north, at Comox. and 
cover waters in Georgia Strait 
and north.

This did not include forces 


based in the Soviet Union, 
which is outside the area of 
proposed reductions, he said. 

Declining to disclose exact 
figures, De Vos indicated 
NATO troop levels in central 
Europe have risen from 
770.000 in 1973 to somewhat 
less than 800,000, while East 
Bl'Kik manpower has in¬ 
creased by about the same 
amount to something over 
925.000. 

He said the .West tabled up¬ 
dated figures at the final ses¬ 
sion, showing the East con¬ 
tinues to have some *130.000 
more troops In the area than 
NATO.

T HK TAX-SHARING aprefmenl reached this week 
at the federal-provincial first ministers' 
conference will leave British Columbia more than $<ifl 
million short of the minimum the province thought it 
should have, according to Premier Bennett, and the 
1977-78 budget Will have to be cut by that amount If 
this newrs sounds extraordinarily alarming, it is 
probably because a million dollars remaiqs a nearly 
unimaginable fortune to many people, despite the 
millions being won in lotteries. But there is some 
comfort in the tact that $80 million is only a sixtieth of 
this year's B.C.budget: the Chopping that needs to be 
(lone on next year's presumably bigger budget is 
considerably less than two per cent. 

It may be. therefore, that the necessary 
economies can be ellected without much impact on 
any particular part of the provincial community. But 
It's sale to predict that if any sharp pain is to be 
inflicted, it will be tell in a round-about way by 
taxpayers of the lowest level of government, the 
municipalities. 

Premier Bennett is not saying where the cuts will 
come. He says next year's budget as it exists is a tough 
one tor a tough year, i Ah. but remember that the State 
Ball, cancelled a year ago because there wasn t 
anything to dance about, will be re-instated in January 
because things are so much better, according to 
Provincial Secretary Grace McCarthy.) 

There will be screams from various departments 
as their budgets are r ut farther, the premier says. 


without anticipating-the decisions which will have to 
be made by the cabinet and treasury board. But have 
we not already been given dues by Finance Minister 
F'/van Wolle? 

Mr. Wolfe came back from a two-day federal- 
provincial conference of finance ministers which 
preceded the first ministers' meeting with the warning 
that if the federal government stuck to its hard line.

And. if the government 
has planned larger grants to municipalities next year, 
these too could be chopped to the detriment of 
property-owners. 

The premier, though, could still say truthfully that 
the provincial government had not raised its taxes.

T HK LONG-UKFRIVKU I’l BUt' cap^thanklul 
that the Post Office will remaiir'Wn this 
Saturday and that the threat of another strike^lore 
Christmas has been removed. But let's nofrykid 
ourselves about the glad tidings from Postmaster- 
General Jean-.lacqucs Blais and the Canadian l-nion ol 
Postal Workers with their being touched by the spirit 
ol the season. 

The postmaster-general says the extra day of 
deliveries is "an expression of goodwill . .-during the 
festive season ‘ when it is really to gel the Post Office 
out ol difficulties with a backlog caused by earlier 
mailing due to the warnings about unions walking off 
the job again 

And the late-hour decision by workers to stay on 
the job during the Christmas period because, in the 
words ol the postal workers' union president. Joe 
Davidson, "neither the public nor our members want 
In see the holiday season spoiled that way," can be 
.seen only as an attempt to win lavor. 

I'hey have come around to the realization that 
little respect is held lor the Post Office with its 
innumerable shut-downs and poor service, but it will 
lake more than this token efiort to regain public 
conlidence. 


And the postmaster-general isn't fouling anyone, 
either, talking about the agreement with letter 
carriers to work on their day olf as "an example of 
what constructive consultation between union and 
management can achieve by ongoing ef forts to provide 
the best possible postal service."' 

The agreement serves both sides which is why the 
consultation was constructive This hasn't been the 
case in the weeks ol consultation over technical 
changes in mail handling. The postal workers say the 
negotiations have tailed miserably and once Christmas 
has passed, it's back to the picket lines The union says 
"a course of action " has been decided and from its 
past performance this can be taken to mean strike 
action. 

Talk about expressions of goodwill and not 
wanting to spoil things lor the public — it is nothing 
more than that "fhere are no Post Ollice gifts lor the 
people this Christmas.

It was Richard Nixon, coax¬ 
ing Kissinger into giving up his 
professorship at Harvard, who 
once said he could not imagine 
“what the government would 
he like without you ” 
Americans are about to find 
out. The betting is that it will 
be different in style if not so 
much in substance. ^ 

Vance, like Kissinger, brings 
a background of global trouble¬ 
shooting to the secretary of 
state s job. He may even be 
more experienced — at this 
stage — than was Kissinger. 

However, unlike Kissinger 
— who called himself the “lone 
cowboy” in jest over his solo 
performances on the world 
stage — Vance can be expected 
to listen to other Kissinger 
words: 

“We cannot base foreign 
policy on star performers," he 
said. “We cannot rely that 
somebody will come along 
every lew years to manipulate 
events." 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

For Kissinger, manipulation 
was how it was all done. He had 
a ’’carrot and stick” 
philosophy—reward with the 
carrot or punish with the stick. 

“The test of a statesman ... 
is his ability ttf recognize the 
real relationship of forces and 
to make this knowjedge serve 
his ends. ” he said* 

“The acid test of a policy, 
however, is Usability to obtain 
domestic support. " 
Bureaucracy was stifling to 
Kissinger. He felt it was the 
bane of statesmanship and yet 
he once said, “it is dangerous 
to separate planning from the 
responsibility of execution ” 
Increasingly during the last 
year. Kissinger fcHind it dif¬ 
ficult to obtain domestic sup¬ 
port for his policies and 
to- keep secret such inter¬ 
national moves as hf was not 
ready to share with the 
bureaucrats. 


President-elect Jimmy 
Carter, in a fit of campaign fer¬ 
vor. described Kissinger as the 
real president of the U.S. in the 
eyes of other nations. 

He vowed to replace him and 
to make himself the symbol of 
U S. authority. 

And he promised an end to 
secrecy in international 
negotiations. 

“We must evolve and con¬ 
summate our foreign policy 
openly and frankly with a cons¬ 
tant adherence to fundamental 
principles and high moral stan¬ 
dards.” Carter said 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Kissinger said the U.S. 
Is paralysing itself with 
debate over “the morality of 
ways and means.” The “most 
moral ’ goal should be the 
preservation of peace. 

To that end. he used secrecy, 
force and the threat of force, 
and stronglv defended his posi- 
■lions. 

Kissinger seemed almost 
pre-ordained to the position he 
reached on the world stage. 

He was born 53 years ago into 
a Jewish family in pre-Hitler 
Germany. He was 15 when the 
family lied to the U.S. in 1938. 

He was a 22-year-old 
sergeant when the army pul 
him in charge of administering 
a small German town at the 
end of the Second World War. 
Later, he took over a county 
with a population of 140.000. 

It was his first experience 
with the aphrodisiac of power. 

Kissinger went to Harvard on 
a government scholarship. By 
1954 he was a professor there. 
By 1958 he had begun a long as- 
sbciation with Nelson 
Rockefeller. Ten years later, 
he campaigned for Rocky for 
president. 

Nixon won that election, but 
Kissinger’s expertise and 
reputation were such that Nix¬ 
on picked him as foreign af¬ 
fairs adviser even though Kis¬ 
singer had worked for a bitter 
rival. 

It was in 1971 that Kissinger 
was faced with the decision — 
return to Harvard or give up 


tenure there. He reluctantly 
turned his back on the univer¬ 
sity. Kissinger was Nixon’s 
close adviser for nearly five 
years before becoming 
secretary of state in 1976. Less 
than a year later, it was to Kis¬ 
singer that Nixon handed his 
cme-line resignation from the 
presidency. 

Under Nixon. Kissinger had 
attempted — in his words — to 
build a “stable, new world 
order.” or. at least, “the begin¬ 
ning of a perception of a struc¬ 
ture . .. that moves toward a 
global conception.■’ Few 
Americans, however, had the 
vision to take in the full sweep 
of his plan, he said. He blamed 
this on the "orgy of 
recrimination ’ which swept 
the U.S. in the wake of 
Watergate, the fall of the U.S 
effort in Vietnam, and the 
departure in disgrace of Nixon 

lender ’Nixon, the secretary 
of state felt he had the room to 
manoeuvre and the authority to 
negotiate in secret, to the point 
where critics were beginning to 
ask who was the puppet and 
who the puppeteer. 

With Nixon gone, with the 
Democrats more firmly In con¬ 
trol of Congress than ever fol¬ 
lowing the 1974 elections. Kis¬ 
singer told the struggling 
caretaker-president Gerald 
Ford (hat he would step down 
should Ford find him a political 
liability in the 1976 presidential 
campaign.

Ford said publicly that Kis- 
^linger could stay as long as he 
liked. Adviser to four presi¬ 
dents — Kennedy. Johnson. 
Nixon and Ford — Kissinger 
always denied any Svengali in¬ 
fluence over the White House. 

“A man doesn’t become a 
president who has a weak 
will." he said. 

.“You don’t establish any 
mesmeric influence over a 
president and. if you have a 
conscience, you don't try.” 

Nobody is predicting swift, 
dramatic changes in U.S. 
foreign policies after Kis¬ 
singer. 

What Carter is promising is 
openness and frankness in the 
formulation and carrying out of 
those policies in. as one 
observer puts it. “a world in 
which there are no permanent 
diplomatic victories." 
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More discredited m death than he was ever revered in life. 
Emperor Haile Selassie is a destroyed and officially forgot¬ 
ten legend in this iroubled land he ruled with an iron fist for 
53 years. 

His f^ce disappeared from the new dollar bill, his name 
removed from tW official Christian mass. His estates have 
been divided among the peasants, bis billion-doliar fortune 
confiscated. Most of his confidants have been executed, ex¬ 
iled or imprisoned. 

j The Lion of Judah lies in an unmarked grave on the palace 
[ grounds where he died under house arrest two years ago. 
believing he was still emperor. His showcase palace 
overlooking downtown Addis Ababa now serves as head¬ 
quarters for the ruling military junta — and its dark, dank 
wine cellars as a prison for some of Selassie’s relatives and 
former cabinet ministers. 

^ “He built palaces and estates and we needed schools and 
hospitals. ” said a cab driver inching through the teeming 
streets near the central market. “Look at all these donkeys, 
look at the way the people live — it’s like Ethiopia was still 
in the middle ages. 

“The emperoi did nothing for Ethiopia except make a few 
people rich and keep the rest of us poor. He was evil. If he 
had cared about the country we wouldn't have needed a 
revolution ” 

That the junta has been able to destroy this rock-solid 
Ethiopian foundation in two years Time is a remarkably skil¬ 
ful propaganda achievement. But otherwise the changes 
that most had hoped the Marxist revolution would bring have 
been slow and uncertain. This ancient land so rich in history 
and so poor in assets is struggling to avoid disintegration.

Ethiopia is fighting a full-scale civil war against seces¬ 
sionist guerrillas in the northern province of Eritrea and les¬ 
ser rebellions in nine of the other 13 provinces. In Addis 
Ababa, students, labor unions and intellectuals are in¬ 
creasingly restive, not with the revolution itself but with the 
ruthless manner in which the junta (or dirgue) is carrying 
out its socialistic aims. 

The jails are so lull of political prisoners — about ^.000. it 
is reported — that three new prison camps are being built, 
reportedly ificluding one known as “the man-kider ' in the 
desolate Ogaden region. Executions have become so com¬ 
monplace that most Ethiopians now only shrug when they

hear the martial music which precedes the radio announce¬ 
ment of the latest official killings. 

Foreign envoys conservatively estimate the number of 
persons execute, mostly without trial, at 3,000 since the 
dirgue came to power in the bloodless coup that deposed the 
emperor. The latest victims, executed three weeks ago. 
numbered 27 — all students, including a IS-year-old boy who 
had been agitating for a return to civilian rule. 

"You can not change 3.000 years of oppression in two 
years,” a government official said. "We have goals, not 
timetables, and the goals take time. Don’t be too quick to 
overlook what has been accomplished in a short time.” 

And there have been successes. The feudal system which 
held the masses in inescapable poverty has been dismantled 
and every peasant is now entitled to a maximum of 25 acres 
In cities and towns the people are being organized into 200- 
man cells which provide the infrastructure lor the revolu¬ 
tion. 

But poverty still grasps the land — the per capita income. 
is $90 annually, the literacy rate is 7 per cent — and the con¬ 
trasts are striking. Slums and modem office buildings stand 
nearly side by side in Addis Ababa, where a timelessness 
lingers amid customs and traditions unchanged in centuries. 

Caravans of donkeys still plod each morning down the 
rough streets, their backs piled high with wheat, their 
masters stopping from time to time at the mud homes where 
an empty tin can placed on a stick outside the door indicates 
that homemade beer is for sale. 

Old men coat their heads with butter to cure headaches 
and wrap their limbs with religious scrolls to heal wounds 
and scare away evil dreams. And when they return home at 
day's end, their tired feet are washed and massaged by their 
wives. 

For most of' these Ethiopians, the revolution has not 
drastically altered the burden of life. Despite the midnight 
curfew, the anti-capitalistic posters pasted around town, the 
machine-ifUn checkpoints on roads leading to Addis, the 
dirgue Is merely another authoritative body whose promises 
to the 28 million Ethiopians have yet to ^ fulfilled.

City Studios Inc. and Walt 
Disney Productions Inc., 
which last month brought a 
fMeral court suit against 
Sony Oorp. of America. 

The suit’s target is Sony’s 
Betamax, which allows home 
recording while the viewer is 
away or looking at another 
channel for repeated playback 
later on. Introduced a year 
ago in a color TV console 
costing some $2,300 U.S., Be- 
tamax sales began to rise 
■ sharply when a compact 
$1,300 Betamax deck that at¬ 
taches to any TV Was brought 
out earlier this year. 

Sony backed the products 
with a large advertising bud¬ 
get and in the three months 
ended in November, Betamax 
sales totaled some 15,000 
units. Now Sony says the 
studio suit has helped as well. 

"We’ve been saying all 
along that Betamax is a good 
product. Now Universal and 
Disney have come alot^ and 
given veracity to our claims," 
says Sony president Harvey 
Schein. 

Sony calls Betamax a 
"time-shift” ma<^ne — al- 




lowing the view'or to see 
something on television he 
otherwise would miss. Rather 
than hurt the entertainment 
industry. Betamax expands 
the viewing audience for pro¬ 
gramming. making it more 
valuable, Sony says. 

"They are trying to tell us 
what we can do in pur own 
homes; the copyright law 
never intended that," ex-' 
claims Schein. 

Kroft rejects Sony’s time- 
shift claims. "The bottom line 
prohibits copying for whatev¬ 
er use," he says of the law. 

The videotaping case raises 
issues similar to those sur¬ 
rounding the Introductirffi of 
audio recording equipment 
which allows the listener to 
tape music from a radio or a 
friend’s album, a still some¬ 
what fuzzy legal question. 

Audio recording became too 


widespread to curb and with 
estimated Betamax sales of 
60.000 to 70,000 predicted for 
1977, more viewers are get¬ 
ting used to TV recording that 
the studios are asking the 
court to steq). 

"We can see the’ litigation 
going on for years and each 
mtxith, thousands of Betamax 
buyers become parties to the 
suit," says Schein. 

Universal and Disney have 
not asked yet for a court 
order against the sale of Be- 
taiViax or Betamax tape cas¬ 
settes but Kroft says there 
.still is lime to halt videolajp- 
ing. 

Soaring sales of Betamax 
cassette blanks, indicating li 
brary buildups, may have 
prompted studio action but 
another reason may be the in¬ 


terest of universal’s parent, 
MCA Inc., in a videodisc play¬ 
back machine dev-eloped joint¬ 
ly with N. V. Philips, the 
Dutch electronics firm. 

Unlike Betamax. the MCA- 
Philips disc player and a rival 
model by RCA Corp. ^annot 
record programs but will use 
home TV screens for play¬ 
back of programming on pur¬ 
chased ^scs. Although much 
cheaper, the disc players will 
face a tough maiTtet from an 
already-entrenched Betamax 
when they are introduced, 
perhaps next year. 

‘•'nie disc player has no 
copyrigfH problems because it 
does not have the ability to 
record," says Sony’s .Schein. 
"But if Betamax prevails, the 
videodisc may never come 
out."

‘a decade away’ 


Vietnamese died in thousands^—priest 


NEW YORK (AP> One 
niaie birth control pill may be 
safe and effective in jeduiinK 
sperm production, early tests 
<m humans show, although 
^^idespread use Is at least a 
decade away. 

’ The rep(»rt on the male pill 
^^as one <»f se\eral on new 
approaches to <-ontracefdiori 
presented to a Kurd Kounda- 
tion seminar marking the 
publication Wednesday of a 
tnajor study on the reproduc¬ 
tive science*. 

The report cited more than 
l’(K) promising research devel¬ 
opments that could lead to 
more effective fertility con- 
including, along with the 
male pill, a vaccine to pre¬ 
vent pregnancy, agent* that 
might .keep the fertilized egg 
from taking root in the womb 
and a once-a-month crattra- 
ceptive. 

Research on the male pill is 
based on the fact that steroid 
hormones are among the 
chemical substance* known to 
siipljress the production, of 
sperm by the testes. But the 
steroids can pnwluce sUch 
side effects as loss of libido, 
or psychic energy, sfi the 
male pill is a combination of 
the stei*oid dana/ol and a syn¬ 
thetic male hormone, lestos- 
tertine. 

A first stud>- involved Rfi 
normal male volunteers. 19 to 
,15 years olfl, each getting a 
daily oral dose of danazol and 
a monthly injection of a los- 
toslerone. It was effective in 
8:5 per cent of the men in 
reducing sperm pniduction to 
essentially infertile levels, 
with minor adverse reactions, 
the study said. 

.After the dosage was 
stopped, sperm production re¬ 
turned to pre-drug levels with¬ 
in six months, establishing re¬ 
versibility. 

The current study will ex¬ 
amine what happens when the 
testosterone dosage is altered, 
to see if it is possible to avoid 
adverse reactions seen with 
high male hormone exposure. 
These include blood pressure 
changes. 

The study, sponsored by the 
herd Foundation, was direiU- 


ed by Dr. Roy Creep of the 
Harvard Medical School and 
carried out with help frvim the 
Rwkefeller Foundation and 
the Internaltonal Develop¬ 
ment Re.search Centre of C*a% 
ada.

C.iuttcil lacked dowm earli¬ 
er this year on the Shoal Bay 
pumping station after protests 
on that site from residents In 
the area. A committee was 
subsequently struck by Mayor 
Brian Smith to investigate th|» 
leasibility^of a pumping sta¬ 
tion or an alternative and the 
best location lor whatever 
choice. 

Aid. John Goult told council 
Thursday the special commlt- 
lee. consisting of Ixith aider-

Servants 
reach 
pay deal 

The long struggle for a new wage contract has 
ended in tentative agreement between negotiatoi'S 
for the province and the B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union. 

While leadei-s of the 35,000-mcmber union say 
the proposed settlement falls short of what they 
wanted, they will recommend acceptance by mem- 
bei-s of the 13 comp<^nts. 

General secretai’y John Fryer said the original 
goal might have been achieved through strike action, 
but the negotiating committee had wanted to avoid 
such a step. 

Terms of the proposal are not being relea.sed 
until they have been made known to the member¬ 
ship. A vote is expected to be completed by late 
January. 

When talks broke off last summer the union 
' had rejected a $45-a-month wage increase, holding 
to its demaiK^ for $65. 

In I'ecent meetings with mediator Clark Gil- 
mour, the union was known to be interested in the 
matter of retroactive 'pay. Whether that has been 
achieved isn’t known, although the proposed agree¬ 
ment dates back to October, 1975, and terminates 
next July 31, 


Trustees go 
private, get 
public praise 


Tile fleadmasler ol the pri¬ 
vate school to which two pub¬ 
lic school trustees send ^eir 
children said the trustees’ 
concern about the public 
school system should be con¬ 
sidered a paint in their favor. 

I famish Simpson. head¬ 
master of Glenlyon School for 
Boys in Oak Bay. said in an 
interview that “a consider¬ 
able number of school trust¬ 
ees in the Greater Victoria 
school district have been in- 
v 0 i V e d with independent 
schools over the years.” 

“It is significant that they 
show’ a wider interest in edu¬ 
cation and schools, than sim¬ 
ply the schcwls which their 
o\\n children^ttend,” Simp¬ 
son said. ' 

He (lointed out that Greater 
V’icioria school board chair¬ 
man William Ross has had a 
vvoll-knovMi affiliation with a 
private school, as headmaster 
of Brentwood College, but this 
had not stopped Ross from 
taking an interest in the 
oiieration of the public school 
system. 

“Many of our parents have 
put a lot of time, effort and 
interest into improving public 
education.” 

At the_, moment, 


trustee Janet Baird has one 
child enrolled In Glenlyon. 
and incoming trustee Bud 
Smith has two children at¬ 
tending classes there. 

Referring to a Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce com¬ 
mittee witich has been set up 
to investigate how common it 
is for public school teachers 
to send their children to pri¬ 


vate schools and to see if the 
qualities of private schools 
could be put into public edu¬ 
cation. Simpson said "the 
chamber will find it difficult 
to tran.slate the independent 
scltool atmosphere into the 
public schools." 

Most independent schools 
are much smaller than public 
schools (Glenlyon enrols 206 
students in Grades 1-101, and 
their relationship with teach¬ 
ers is quite different. 

“Our teachers have better 
control of discipline, and a 
freer hand in how' they teach, 
but they are also all on one- 
year contracts. I don’t knosv if 
that would work in Ihe public 
school system." 

The independpt^t schools rxt 
academically oriented, and 
geared to university entrance, 
which would not. 1^ good for 
all students. Simpson added. 
”A student who wants a voca¬ 
tional program would not find * 
it offered in the independent 
schools.” . 

He agreed with Greater Vic- 
torta Teachers’ Association 
president Walter KItley that 
teachers should have the 
same right as others to edu¬ 
cate their children where they 
.school .jujhed. and that the mtly • 
cause for concern wx>u]d be if 
teachers’ children wer^-repre- 
sented in larger than normal 
numbers in the independent 
schools. 

“We have some teachers’ 
children here, but also chil¬ 
dren from many other back¬ 
grounds. They are not a 
greater part of our enrolment 
than normal.” 


Pay up or get out, academy told^

The Victoria Riding Aca¬ 
demy was dealt another blow 
by Oak Bay council Thursday 
— evictick) from its Cedar 
Hill Crossroad'^ location if 
taxes are not paid in full by 
Ihe end of the month. 

Aileen Carley who with her 
husband Donald has operated 
the academy at its present 
location for mure than 20 
years, said in a phone inter¬ 
view later that the $8.8UU 
owing the munu-ipaiily for 
1S76 would be paid. 

She said the academy had a 
special bank account for this 
purixjso. 

Although council's motion m 
the first notice of eviction 
served on the academy, which 
rents its premises from the 
municipality, council has 
threatened similar action in 


the past to collect taxes in ar¬ 
rears on the S.G-acre site. 

Earlier this month council 
rejected an appeal for tax ex¬ 
emption for the academy dur¬ 
ing 1977. 

TTie motion Thursday was 
introduced after council ac¬ 
knowledged receipt of a letter 
from Elsie Spratl, one of sev¬ 
eral other persons who have 
been trying to extend the aca¬ 
demy’s life. 

No mention was made dur¬ 
ing the council meeting of the 
letter's contents wWch noted 
the existence of a riding es¬ 
tablishment in Ottawa’s green 
belt which pays only a busi¬ 
ness tax. Mre. Spratt was not 
available later for comment 
on t^nincU’s motion. 

Mayor Brian Smith said 
after the meeting his munici- 


pality.iiad deajt patiently and 
sympathetically with both the 
academy and the Carlcys. 

Smith said senior govern¬ 
ments required that ta.xes be 
paid, and ne rejected the idea 
that council could make a 
grant in lieu of taxes. 

“If w^ give a grant to one, 
then we have to give a graqt 
to the others (private revrea- ^ 
tional operations).” he said. 

As for the Ottawa riding es¬ 
tablishment mentioned in 
Mrs. Spratt’s letter. Smith 
said: “I’d like to live in a 
community where the federal 
taxpayers pay for the leisure 
facilities.” 

Smith said council had no 
proposals for the use of the 
property, whose worth he es¬ 
timated at $1.3 million, in the 
event of default.

Federal judge Heman Pes- 
quera ordered both men to 
serve three years of parole 
after completion of their pris¬ 
on terms. 

C^>eda. 39. n^Tjo retired 
from major league baseball 
two years ago after a 17-year 
career, was arrested by police 
at San Juan International Air¬ 
port with Oortes wdtile they 
were picking »ip a shipment of 
1 )Oxes filled T^th marijuana. 


A jury found Cepeda and 
Oortes guilty last month, but 
sentencing was delayed until 
Thursday. 

Cepeda began his maior 
league career with the Sf^n 
Francisco Giants in 1958. 
when he was named National 
League rookie of the year 
after hitting .312. The first ba¬ 
seman was voted the league’s 
most valuable player while 
playing for the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals In 1967 and participated 
in three World Series — 1962 
with the Giants against,.the 
New’ York Yankees, with St.

NEW YORK (AP) — Ken 
Stabler, who quarterbacked 
Oakland Raidei% to the best 
record in the National Foot¬ 
ball League this seasem, 
wound up as the best passer 
in the league, statistics 
showed Thursday. 

The Snake, as the left-hand¬ 
ed seven-year veteran is 
known, completed 66.7 per 
cent of his passes, averaging 
9.41 yards a toss. Twenty- 
seven of them went for touch¬ 
downs, including an 88-yard 
bomb to Qiff Branch. All of 
those figures led the league. 

Based on the NFL’s rating 
system involving the percent¬ 
age of completi<ms. average 
yards gained, touchdown per¬ 
centage (he had one for every 
9.3 passes) and interception 
percentage (5.8 per cent of his 
passes were picked off), 
Stabler finished with a rating 
of 103.7. 

The only other quarterback 
to finish above the 100 mark 
was Baltlnwre’s Bert Jones, 
at 102.6. J<mes led the NFL in 
passing yardage with 3104. 
Stabler, at 2737, "was fourth, 
behind Fran Tarkenton of 
Minnesota and Jim Hart of St. 
Louis. Jcxies was second to 
Stabler in touchdown passes 
with 24. 

Mike Livingston of Kansas 
City was 10th over all in pass¬ 
ing-fifth in the American 
Fodtball Conference—but his 
favorite target, running back 
MacArthur Lane, wound up as 
the league's top receiver with 
66 catches. Bob Chandler of 
Buffalo was second with 61. 

Roger Carr of Baltimore 


beat out Branch by wte yard 
for the top yardage by a re¬ 
ceiver—1112 to nil. The <wily 
other recei\er over 1000 
yards was San Diego's Qiar^ 
lie Joiner at 1056. 

The top scorer in the league 
vrzs Baltimore placekicker 
Toni Linhart with 109 points, 
hitting 20 of 27 field goals and 
all but one of his SO extra- 
point attempts. Among non¬ 
kickers, Chuck Foreman of 
Minnesota and Franco Harris 
of Pittsburgh, each with 14 
touchdowns for 84 points, tied 
for top honors. 

Buffalo’s O. J- Simpson won 
the rushing title for the fourth 
time in five years, with 1503 
yards, well ^ead of Walter 
Payton’s 1390 for Chicago. 
Simpson also exceeded his 
own record of 250 yards in a 
game with a 273-yard perfor¬ 
mance on Thanlugiving Day 
at Detroit. 

In all. 12 rushers gained 
1000 yards or more. For the 
second time in league history, 
two of them were on one 
team. Harris, with 1128. and 
Rocky Bleier, with 1036, did it 
for Pittsburgh, matching the 
feat by the one-time Miami 
tandem of Larry Csonka and 
Mercury Morris. 

Mary Bateman of Buffalo 
was the punting leader with a 

42.8- yard average, Rick Up¬ 
church of Denver topped the 
punt returners at 13.7 and 
Duriel Harris of Miami was 
the top kickoff returner with a

TORONTO (CP) — The 
province will issue new’ fish¬ 
ing regulations socm to save 
the struggling whitefish popu¬ 
lation in Lake Simcoe, says 
Charlie Weir of the ministry 
of natural resources fisheries 
section. 

Once looked on as an 
almost inei^ustible re¬ 
source, \^tefi^ in the lake 
north of Toronto 
serious trouble. 

The new r^ulations will 
call for a shorter fishing sea¬ 
son on the lake and the prov¬ 
ince's first bag limit on white- 
fish — two a day. 

The regulations also will 
apply to the lake’s other trou¬ 
ble sport fish, the late trout. 

“We've been after some ac¬ 
tion for years” said Paul 
Hetherington of Hawkestone. 
Ont., past president of the 
Lake Simcoe Fish Hut Opera¬ 
tors Associatiem. “The fishery 
is in tr xible, make no mistake 
about it.” 

The department made Its 
decision after Hon Desjar- 
dine. biologist with the 
ministry's Lake Simcoe fish¬ 
eries assessment unit, submit¬ 


ted figures showing that the 
whitefish catch dropped to 
only 7,000 in 1976 from more 
ihan mSlO in 1968. 
^^sjardine said the “situa¬ 
tion is ominous,” adding that 
he suspects the drastic de¬ 
cline in catches was caused In 
part by silt and algae related 
to poor water quality.

Lang extends freeze 
on rail abandonment 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
freeze on further abandon¬ 
ment of Prairie rail lines has 
been extended another six 
m<mths from the end De¬ 
cember, Transport Minister 
Otto Lang announced Thurs¬ 
day. 

The minister said in a state¬ 
ment that this will allow time 
for the Hall commission cm 
grain handling to complete its 
work. And the government 
wxHJld need time to consider 
the report and make deci¬ 
sions. 

Justice Emmett Hall, a' 
former Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada judge, has completed 
hearings on grain handling 


and rail line abandonment 
issues and the conunission re¬ 
port is expected in February. 

The government divided the 
20.000 miles of Prairie track 
into three categories almost 
two years ago. About 12,000 
miles was classified as the 
permanent network and is 
protected until at least the 
year 2000. 

The government . unfroze 
about 600 miles alloMing rail¬ 
ways to apply to the Canadian 
transport commission for Im- 
mediatt abandonment. 

The Hall commission has 
been locricing at the remaining 
6.000 miles to see what should 
be done.

There were about fi.OtX) gill- 
netters working the j-oastal 
inlets in 1968. a few tmllers 
highlining the outer waters 
and about 250 of the big purse 
seiner* which corral schooling 
fish and brail them into the 
holds by the undredweight. 

Today there are only about 
2.700 gillelters, but ttiere are 
about 1,200 trollers hunting 
with echo sounders and other 
sophisticated electmnics. 
Tliere ai'e some combination- 
gear vessels and there are 430 
big, efficient and almost insa¬ 
tiable drum seiners. 

There are also 445 Tndlan- 
I registered boats, some of 
them fine new seiners fi; 
nanced through the Indian 
Flsfierinen's Asslslance Pr.>- 
gram. 

Today the seiners, some of 
them capable of 20 knots, can 
race frwi one part of the 
coast to another and. armed 
with .powerful hydraulics, can 
set and empty nets in 15 min¬ 
utes whCTi the fish are inin- 
ning. 

The tracings of the echo 
sounder will plot concentra¬ 
tions of fish for the skipper, 
but the powerful drum a^ns 
the net so quickly he can play 
the odds with firequent “blind 
settings.” 

He has a vessel worttt 

maybe $500,000. and econom¬ 
ics dictate mass production. 
The boat is prf^ably mort¬ 
gaged to the gunwales. He 

has to pay shares to a crew of 
six and he has the cost of 
provisioning and fueling. 

That is the difference be¬

1968. w'hen the federal fish¬ 
eries sen ice brought in Its 
licence-limiting program. 

There are fewer boats, but 
more and better gear in the 
water than ever.- many fisher¬ 
men say. 

And that is why even the 
nroijpect of a million extra 
Fraser River sockeye for the 
Canadian fleet this year won’t 
bring the excitement of a bo¬ 
nanza run in past years. 

“The seiners will gobble 
them up.” said a gillnef fish¬ 
erman whose 10-year B li¬ 


cence will expire al the end «»r 
nexl year, putting him on the 
beach.

It’s 75 birthdays 
for Peter Rabbit 


LOMX^N tCPi For the 
first time in its 9t)0-year his¬ 
tory, Westminster Abbey has 
a memorial stone carved in- 
braille for the convenience of 
blind |)cr.son.s. 

Tlie memona! Js lo Lord 
Fraser ol l>>nsdale, who was 
blinded in the Battle of the 
Somme in 1916 but served in 
the House ol Commons and 
House of Lords for 35 year.s. 
He visited Canada se¬ 
veral times and inspired tlie 
blind ot many nations with his 
courageous leadership. 

The braille inscription is 
made up of 580 phosphor 
bron/e rivets product in the 
workshop of St. Dunstan's In¬ 
stitute for the Blind. Each 
braille dot w’as drilled and fit¬ 
ted by Xorman French. St. 
Dunstan’s resear<h engineer, 
and fixed to a bron/e plate 
bearing St. Dunstan’s official 
crest. 

Over the inscription is a 
bron/e proliJe of Lord Fraser 
by .sculptor David McFall. It 
is mounted on a plaque of 


blue Coniston slate and was . 
unveiled recently by Fraser's | 
grandson. Neil Mcl^nald. | 

The cost of the memorial I 
has been borne by war-blind¬ 
ed men and women all over 
the world and by members of 
Lord Fraser’s family. 

Lord Fraser was chairman 
of St. Dunstan’s lor 33 years. 
He was elected meml^r of 
Parliament for the Lonsdale 
division of northw’esl England 
in 1940 and was elevated to 
the House of Lords in 1958. He 
detied blindness by riding 
horseback, playing cards and 
chess and directing his fami¬ 
ly’s wholesale clothing busi¬ 
ness.

Beatrix Potter's The Tale of 
Peter Rabbit was liral pi'inted 
Dec. 16, 1901,r The world- 

famous bunny story, the spin¬ 
off from an ilUistraled letter 
to a sick ohlld, has sold un- 
cotmted millions of copies in 
at least 14 languages. 

Publishers Fredej*ick Warne 
and Britain's r^ationai Book 
League are saying happy 
birthday. Peter Rabbit with 
an exhibition of Be.atrix Pot¬ 
ter’s original drawings and 
manuscripts at National Book 
I/eague headijuarters until 
Jan. 14. 

"Peter Rabbit has probably 
achieved more international 
goodwill than the United Na¬ 
tions.” actress Nanette New¬ 
man said in opening the e.xhi- 
bition. 

Beatrix Potter, who died al- 
77 in 1943. was a gifted artist 
as well as writer and her 
landscapes, village scenes, 
flowers and animal studies 
are also featured exhibits. 

Bom into a wealthy Lfmdon 
family, her affection for pets 
led her to buy, when in her 
mid- 20 s, a young rabbit — the 
original Peter. 

The Tale of Peter Rabbit 
began as an elght-jiage letter 


in 189:1 to a live-year-old sick [ 
boy. Noel Moore, eldest child | 
of her former governess. It - 
was illustrated with 16 pencil 
sketches and began: 

"My Dear Noel. I don't 
know whaf to write to you. .so 
I shall tell you a story about 
iour little rabbits whose 
names were Hojisy, Mopsy, 
Cottontail and Peter . . 

Five years later Beatrix 
Potter considered making the ; 
story into a book. She re- j 
trieved her original letter and 
wrote the text into a hard- ' 
bound exercise book She i 
made 42 accompanying pen ] 
and ink sketches. 

During 1903 it was submit¬ 
ted to at least six major i>ub- 
lishers. All rejected it. In 1901 
she decided to print it private¬ 
ly and commissioned 230 
copies, which she received 
from the printera on Dec. 16. 

1901. 

The same day came word 
-from Frederick Warne. one of i 
the rejecting publisher, that 
he had reconsidered and at- ' 
cepted the book - on condi- 
tpn she prepare color illustra¬ 
tions. 

The firat rmbiisher’s edition 
of 6,000 cojiies apiteared in 

1902. Its illustrations had been 
complicated by the death of 
Peter Rabbit the previous 
year, for Beatrix Potter railed 
on her pets as models.

One of the more interesting 
phases in the development of 
an American cuisine has 
come from the old-fashioned, 
neighborly habit of recijie- 
sw'ap(}ing. Because of the mo¬ 
bility of the American society- 
over the years, family recipes 
have been carried across the 
plains and deserts from coast 
to coast. 

They have been swapped in 
communities by neighbors 
moving when husbands have 
been transferred in busineiss 
and transported from stale to 
slate by young brides carry¬ 
ing their mothers’ and grand¬ 
mothers’ fas-orite recipes to 
new homes. 

This kind of life produces 
what may l>e called “restless 
recipes.” recipes that will be 
talked about in a towm. vanish 
when someone tries to track 
them down, then reappear fax 
fixim the original source. 

Such has been the mystery 
of the recipe for German 
ch<N‘oiate cake which first 
surfaced in the fall nt 1967 
when a Texas homemaker 
sent the recipe to a food writ¬ 
er of a Dallas newspaper. Ilie 
recipe was printed and the 
sale of the cake's main ingre¬ 
dient, Baker's German sw^et 
chocolate, started to increase 
in the southwest. 

Recognizing the interest in 
this reci|>e. General Foods 
distributed it with photos of 
the cake to 120 food editors. 
Immediately, echoes were 
heard across the country. 

A St. Louis womim recalled 
it had been a favorite cake of 
her mother years ago, but it 
had been abandoned during 
the '30s depression. Oklahoma 
readers claimed ft as their 
own. remembering a similar 
cake had a few* years before 
won a prize at the state fair.

A national- newspaper col¬ 
umnist reported (he cake was 
a<-tually the' inspiration of a 
chef in a small florida restau¬ 
rant. And since the frosting 
used coconut, the cake was 
rumored to actually be of Ha¬ 
waiian heritage. 

Still another rumor was that 
it must be a cake of Eur»>pean 
origin because of its name. 
German chocolate cake. 

In spite of all the claims, 
the cake was a hit €^•er>- 
where, and the New Yfwdc 
Times rep>rted it one of die 
most requested recipe* of 
1958. 

Now the German chocolate 
cake can easily be cwisidered 
an American classic. It has 
been imitated, adapted into 
pie. cake roll, and cookie reci¬ 
pes, translated into Kuropean 
directions and nieasuremenis 
and even offered as an ice 
cream flavor. 

Here is the original recijie 
w'ith the pecan-co<onut filling 
and frosting, in an easy-mix 
version.

All decisions in co-ops are 
made by annually elected ex¬ 
ecutives. 

• Within the cooperative 
movement are two groups, 
the established co-ops and al¬ 
ternative coops. 

Established coops run on a 
businesslike basis and include 
the 62 member coops of Fe¬ 
derated, the 600,000-member 
credit unions and the Co 
operative Insurance Service. 

The alternative coops deal 
mainly in food and start with 
poHtioelly or lifestyle-based 
groups, using volunteer labor 
to avoid high costs. 

In 'many B.C. towns 
members pay a nominal $1 or 
S5 share fee to shop in a co-op 


and pay supermaritet prices. 
Members get dividends at the 
end of the year adding up to a 
one-to-five-per-cent rebate on 
the year’s purchases. 

Surrey Coop is a 57-yeai> 
old operation with 17,000 
members and $31 million in 
sales last year and is the (miy 
Federated member in Greater 
Vancouver. It sells groceries. 


feed, hardware, home sup¬ 
plies, gasoline' and bulk oil. 

Traditional co-ops “don't 
teach people much about 
where their food comes from 
or Nvhal’s in It,” says Keith 
Jardine, one of five paid 
\^■orke^s at Fed-Up Coopera¬ 
tive Wholesalers. “They tend 
to support the statu-s quo.” 

“We try to de-emphasize su¬ 


permarket foods,” said Jar¬ 
dine. 

‘‘They’re often overly 
processed and more expen¬ 
sively packaged than they 
need to be. We buy in bulk 
and package it ourselves—like 
putting it in a paper bag.” 

Savings of Up to 15 or 20 per 
cent are possile this way, he 
said.

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Guidelines set in purchase of children's toys

NEW YORK — Choosing a 
Christmas gift for a <^ild isn't 
iu6t a matter of buying the 
latest gadget advertised, ac¬ 
cording to an advocate of toy 
safety. It's Important to con¬ 
sider what toys are appn^rl- 
ate to the child’s abilities, in¬ 
terests and age group, he 
said, and especially to consid¬ 
er vidrat’s safe. 

Dr. Joseph Greensher, a 
New York pediatrician, said 
that despite federal laws go¬ 
verning toy safety, there are 
an estimate 132.000 toy-relat¬ 
ed injuries in the nation each 
year that are serious enough 
to require emergency room 
treatment. And parents 
should not expect manutac* 
turers or the federal govern¬ 
ment to be completely respon¬ 
sible for keeping unsafe toys 
out of their children’s hands, 
he said. 

One of the prime things to 
remember, Greensher said, is 
that playing is necessary to a 
child's living and develop¬ 
ment. Ihe most effective toy, 
therefbre, is one that will help 
children to develop abilities 
they don’t already have, to 
build motor skills, to develo|> 
social ccmtacts, to enlarge

DERIDDER, la. (AP) — 
Wallace Nichols feeds 1.5 mil¬ 
lion hungry mouths every 
day. He’s a cricket farmer, a 
business he sort of backed 
into 10 years ago. 

"What made It so tough was 
the fact that no books have 
ever been published on crick¬ 
et farming,” said Nichols. "I 
had to learn everything the 
hard way, but Tve worked out 
a system that lets me produce 
up to 1.5 million of these little 
fellows at a time.” 

The etVyear-oId Deridder 
man began raising crickets to 
use as his own fish bait Then, 
when his chirping horde 
began hatching faster than he 
could put them on a hook, he 
began selling his surplus to 
other fishermen. 

Now, from his cricket farm 
in an old Secemd World War 
mess hall at Beauregard 
Parish Airport, he wholesales 
only to bait dealers. 

Nichols raises brown crick¬ 
ets imported from Australia! 
"They are more prolific than 
our native blacks and are in 
greater demand by fishermen 
because fish bite them bet¬ 
ter.” he said. 

Crickets, he found, flourish 
best at 90 degrees. "At that 
loinperaturc, they are ready 
for market within 45 to 46 
days,” he said. 

The insects are voracious 
eaters. Nichols may need up 
to a ton of high-protein chick 
mash every four or five days 
during peak spring months. 
His annual feed bill is about 
$2,400.

plore the world around them. 

According to the American 
Toy Institute, too, parents 
should know what sort of toy 
is best for a child’s age and 
maturity. Here are some of 
the insUltute's guidelines: 

Babies — Toys should be 
bright-coloiied and light¬ 
weight. They should be wash¬ 
able. free of rough edges that 
can cut or scratch, and large 
enough not to be swallowed. 
Bright objects suspended over 
baby's crib, plastic rattles 
shaped like dougnuts, bum- 
able dolls and animals or 
floating bath toys are good 
gift suggestions for infants. 

Toddlers — they need toys 
that stimulate curiosity, like 
cloth or plactic books with 
bright illustrations, nested 
blocks of soft plactic or wood, 
telephones, musical tops, 
push-pull toys or pots and 
pans. 

Preschool children —* their 
toys should allow imitation of 
adult activites. Housekeeping 
toys, dolls, trucks, cars, tricy¬ 
cles and wagons, nontoxic 
paints, clay and crayons are 
some examples. 

• 

School-agers — Here, toys 
should serve teaching pur-' 
poses as w'cll as provide en¬ 
joyment. Blocks, dolls, paints, 
blackboards, blunt scissors, 
simple sewing kits, puzzles, 
hand puppets, books and 
records are good choice. For 
the S-to-ft-yeaivold school 
child, table games, work¬ 
benches with good tools and 
materials, bicycles and books 
that they can read themselves 
are good. 

According to the Consumer 
Products Safety Commission, 
some of the hazards that 
should be kept in mind^wben 
purchasing toys, particularly 
tor smaller children, include:. 

# Toys for little ones 
should not be too small, come 
apart or be easily shattered. 
To prevent swallowing, the 
toys should be larger than 
1.25 inches in diameter and 
should not be able to fit into 
a truncated cylinder 2.25 
inches long. 

• Toys for youngsters 
should not be made of flam¬ 
mable material, or have sur^ 
faces that can reach high 
temperatures. Items like 


woodbuming kits are not rec¬ 
ommended by the commission 
tor children under 12. 

• Toys should not have ex¬ 
posed gears, springs or 
hinged parts that can pinch 
fingers, or catch clothing or 
hair. Battery-operated toys 
are preferred. Electrical plug¬ 
in toys with heating elements 
should not be purchased for 
children under 8 years old. 
When old enough to use such 
toys, the chlldi^ should be 


taught to unplug electrical de¬ 
vices by grasping the plug, 
not by pulling the cord. 
Parents should use the toy 
with the child to make sure 
that the child understands its 
use. Electrical toys should 
have monthly wiring checks 
for safety. 

• Chemistry sets and rock¬ 
et-fuel kits are usually appro¬ 
priate only for children over 
12 years old. These shouldn’t 
be used without supervision. 


• Toys with sharp edges, 
glass or rigid plastic that 
could shatter should be avoid¬ 
ed. 

• Springs cxi pull toys and 
other playthings should" be 
less than 10 inches long* to 
prevent the risk of strangu- 
latien: 

• Toys should not produce 
sound levels thajl can damage 
hearing. The noise level 
should be under 100 decibels. 


Labels on caps tor cap pistols 
now are required to say that 
they must not be used indoors 
or closer to the ear than one 
foot. 

• When selecting a tricy¬ 
cle, parents shpuld match the 
child’s size to the size of the 
tricycle. If it’s too small for 
the child, it wdll be unstable. 
If the child is too small for it, 
the tricycle will be difficult to 
control. Low-slung tricycles 
with seats close to the ground 


and widely spaced wheels 
offer more stability. Avoid tri¬ 
cycles with sharp edges 
around fenders, and look for 
handgrips and pedals with 
rough surfaces that will pre¬ 
vent a child’s hands and feet 
from slipping. 

• Skates and skateboards 
can cause serious injuries if 
not properly used. The Con¬ 
sumer Products Safety Com¬ 
mission says that children 
under 13 may not have devel¬ 


oped adequate muscular co-or¬ 
dination to centred skate¬ 
boards properly. Tbe com¬ 
mission suggests that skates 
be pruchased that fit the 
child’s current shoe size. 
Don't buy larger sizes exi)ect- 
ing the child to "grow" into 
them, or hand down skates 
from one child to another. 
Check all metal parts for 
sharp edges that can cause 
cuts or puncture wounds in a 
faU.

Ford Motor Co. have recalled 
770,000 vehicles to correct 
such proglems as faulty fuel 
lines, ill-fitting fuel tank caps, 
weak steering attachment 
washers, defective shoulder 
belts and malfunctioning sig¬ 
nal lights. 

But the Big Three U.S. au- 


tomakers that include 
Chrysler Corp. disagree with 
the federal assessment, con¬ 
tending there is no predomi¬ 
nant cduse of defects that re¬ 
sult in recalling vehicles. 

“I don’t know how you can 
simply assess whose fault it 
is," said a GM spokesman.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 



For several days now we 
have been kicking around the 
problem of what to buy as a 
Christmas gift Jor some friend 
or relative w4k) happens to 
have gone overborad on this 
hobby ol gardening. 

Whiles^ I have made a 
number of suggestions in re- 
i ont columns. I would be the 
lirst to admit that it Isn't easy 
to lind a present wiiich will 
really ring the bell. 

An easy "out” i* a gift cer¬ 
tificate for plants or seeds, 
but such a gift seems to lack 
warmth: the eye doesn't light 
up when you find a gift certit- 
icatc under the Otristmas 
tree as it does wiien there is 
a real physical object to 
unwrap. 

I have already men¬ 
tioned. I don't think one can 
go very far wrong in buying a 
garden book of some kind fori 
\x)ui* hoe-happy fnend or rela-* 
tive. Chosen with a modicum 
of intelligence, a book is sure 
to be read through once any¬ 
way. then dipped into and 
consulted time after time for 
years to come. 

So far in this series on 
('hristmas gifts for gardeners, 
all the books I have men¬ 
tioned were written either In 
the United States or Creat 
Britain, and as such, ^e gen¬ 


eralized, designed to be used 
in all the varying temperate 
climates of North America 
and Europe, 

Such broiWly based infor¬ 
mation is useful, but should 
he supplemented with books 
written sfiecifically tor the 
Pacific Northwest, touching 
on the problems brought 
about by our particular clima¬ 
tic conditions. 

One book which is especial¬ 
ly timely in these days ot high 
jiriccs and food shorlage.s is 
hardening (or F<xxl. by W. G. 
Smith and published by 
Scribners. 

TfiLs book contains many 
original idea*, for the autiwr. 
w'ho does his gardening in 
Victoria, belieies that almost 
two-thirds of one adult's total 
lood requirements can be 
grown in a backyard plot of 
1.000 square feet. 

He has a commonsense 
opinion on Uie use of commer¬ 
cial fertilizers although he be¬ 
lieves. As I do, that it should 
go hand in hand with the ap¬ 
plication of bulky organic 
matter • manure, comjxwt 
and other organic w’astes. 

He thinks the average back¬ 
yard gardener d«>es far too 
much unnesessary diggir^ 
ami cultivating, and suggests 
a system for getting more 
food with less work. 


A book written specifically 
for the coastal region of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia is The Pacific 
Gardener, by A. R. Willis and 
published by Gray’s Publish¬ 
ing Ltd. of Sidney, B.C. 

Willis was for many years a 
professional nurseryman 
Vancouver Island, with a wide 
p>ci)erience in growing plants 
under our coastal climatic 
conditions. The book covers 
everything Irom vegetables 
and Iruit to home landscaping 
and from lawn care to native 
evergreens. 

The Pacific Gardener is 
printed on much heaxier 
paper than the average book, 
and in its nuxlem ting bind¬ 
ing. if opens up and lies flat 
as you read it. which I find a 
great convenienife'. 

.Knother local book which 
should be a most welcome 
Christmas gift is Trees. 
Shrubs and Flowers to Know 
In British Columbia, by C. P, 
Lyons and published by .1. .M. 
Dent and Sons. 

This is by far the most use¬ 
ful guide 1 have nm across 
for iderrtifylng wild plants 
sent to me for naming. 

I am not very good at iden¬ 
tifying the plants of the wild 

- the backyard garden is 
nioi-e my cup of tea — but 




with the help of Lyons' w-ell- 
organized book, 1 can usually 
pin a name on ar^ specimen 
sent in. always providing It 
reaches me in a recognizable 
condition. 

Many parcels arrive con¬ 
taining nothing but a mass of 
smelly mush, having rotted In 
transit through being scdled 
in plastic. 

Another fine book written 
especially for our coastal cli¬ 
mate is 1 he Pacific Bulb Gar¬ 
dener by Rosemary Owen. 
Before retiring to New 2>a- 
land, Mrs. Owen and her hus¬ 
band. Gwyn Owen, had more 
than 18 years experience 
growing bulbs commercially 
on the Saanich peninsula, spe¬ 
cializing in new. rare and 
hard-to-get kiniis. 

The book is a sheer delight 
to read, over and beyond the 
technical information it con¬ 
tains. radiating in every word 
the affection Mrs. Owen has 
for her bulbs, especially the 
little bulbs. If opens up new 
horizons for the use of bulbs 
in the garden, and in guid¬ 
ance it is singularly complete 
much more so than the 
average bulb book. In her 
chapter on crocuses, for In¬ 
stance. Mrs. Owen describes 
no fewer than 22 different 
kinds,

finger on the button is not too 
big to also have his hand on 
his own SamsiMiite. 

Miss BeaJe wrote that 
Carter was just showing off 
and that he wanted to look 
like a man of the people by 
lugging his bags all around 
town. But I believe the presi¬ 
dent-elect is sincere when he 
picks up his baggage every 
lime he makes a move. 

Before Carter was elected 
president he had to travel on 
commercial airlines to every 
part of this land. He hardly 
had any staff. I'ntil Theodore 
White's hook. The Making of 
the President 1976, comes out. 
we will have no idea how 
many times Carter lost his 
luggage during the campaign. 

But I'm willing to bet it was 
more than once. After travel¬ 
ing on airlines a jierson de- 
velc^is a fihobia about his bag¬ 
gage getting lost, and the 
more one flies the bigger the 
fear gets. I sincerely believe 
Carter Is suffering from a lost 
baggage phobia, which Is not 
only natural but is justified 


based on the experience of 
most air travelers. 

I prefer to believe that the 
first thing Carter decided was 
that if he became president of 
the United States he would 
never let anyone else touch a 
bag of his again. It was a 
tough decision but it was the 
right one. And I do not believe 
It demeans the presidency to 
see the Cbmmander-in-Chief 
walking along Pennsylvania 
Avenue with a two-suiter In 
(me hand and the papers of 
slate in Ihe other. 

The anti-Caiier luggage 
people, and some of .my best 
friends are in this group, 
maintain it Is not only undig¬ 
nified for a head of state to 
carry his own bags but is 
counterproductive. If Carter 
is sincere about putting peo¬ 
ple back to work, he is taking 
a job away from somebody 
who would ordinarily be as¬ 
signed to carry his bags. 

It Isn’t just the president's 
luggage they’re worried 
about, these pec^ile say. but 


Ameilcans tend to fbllow their 
leaders and. if they see the 
president of the United States 
carrying his bag. they will de¬ 
cide it's all right for them to 
cany their own Kiggage and 
ttiousands of porters will go 
jobless. 

They also point out that 
when pec^le see a president 
carrying his own bag they 
tend to wonder what he’s hid¬ 
ing in it. and this gets every¬ 
one very nervous. 

Betty Beale says all Carter 
Is carrying round are the blue 
jeans he expects to wear to 
the Inauguration—but we 
have orty her word for his, 
and we must remember that 
the last person Carter would 
let peek into his suitcase 
would be Betty Beale.

Cowichan Bay estuary fight 
sees entry of legal hurdles 


K.v <'RAI(i MERKDITH

NORTH raWICHAN The 
re/oning of a controversial 
Cowichan Bay property in 
order to halt a shingle mill 
and log haul*out proposed 
there is underway, but council 
Is awaiting advice from its so¬ 
licitor to find out if the public 
hearing was valid. 

More than 70 peofile aitend- 
ed the 2’a-hoiir public hearing 
in the crowded North Cttw- 
i c h a n municipal council 
rhanibers. where the oppo¬ 
nents and prriponents of the 
re/oning pleaded their case.s 
before c ouncil decided to give 
first reading to the re/oning 
hylhvs. 

The North Cowiihan counc-il 
zoning amendment to the 
(Towfchan estuary pnjperly, 
which would effectively disal¬ 
low lorestry-relaled uses, was 
slated for three readings this 
week, hut one of the op[io- 
nenfs lawyers declared the 
l>ublic hearing invalid. 

t.Pgat ('nonset tor Island 
Shake and Shingle Lid. of 
Lake Cowichan, Ken New¬ 
comb, challenged the validity 
of the hearing on two pnwe- 
flural grounds al the outset 
and asked that the hearing he 
halted. 

He said the municifial coun¬ 
cil had neglected to inform 
his clients in the manner jire- 
sc ribed in the Municipal Ad. 
and questioned whether Aid. 
Birgitte Meagher, wife of 
Ccjwichan Kstuary Preseiwa- 
tion Society president Michael 
Meagher, could sit as an Im¬ 
partial member of council on 
the proceedings. 

A f 1 e r some discussion, 
chairman of the hearing. 
Mayor (Jerry Smith, over¬ 
ruled the lawyer’s objections 
with the unanimous support of 
council and applause from the 
audience which was weighted 
against any further develop¬ 
ment on the Cowichan es¬ 
tuary. 

But council did agree to 
seek advice from its solicitor 
on the fcrotestations and make 
its stand known in this regard 
within the next few days. 

Municifial administrator 
.lohn Beriknff said Thursday 
allernoon that he had not as 
yet contacted legal counsel 
for advice, but suggested this 
would be done today. 

The municipality’s regular 
legal counsel, Williams. Davie 
and Co., advised council earli¬ 
er this week that thev would 
be unalde to act lor them be¬ 
cause the two owners of five 13 
acres being re/oned were also 
their cMenl.s.

Before any submissions 
were made to the public- hear¬ 
ing Wednesday. 13 letters, all 
hut two in opposition to fur¬ 
ther estuary development, 
were read into the minutes. 

The major proponent of the 
rezoning is the Cowichan Ks- 
tiiary Preservation Society, 
commending c-ouncil for its 
initiative in moving to firotect 
Cowichan Bay. 

Society President Mike 
Meagher slated in his scjbmis- 
.sion that the current industri¬ 
al development in Cowic han 
Hay has been a source of an¬ 
noyance to residents and 
sfMiiismen. and a source of 
environmental degradation in 
the estuary. 

"We emphasize again that 
5 uch detrimental effects are 
not limited to the Doman mill, 
hut apply .somewhat to Wesl- 
I an Terminals and the log- 
booming activities in the 
Ray,’’ he said. 

Meagher added that 'the 
prrgiosed rezoning would he 
maintaining the "status quo’’ 
recommendation made In the 
1874 P C. Environment and 
Land Use Committee task 
force report. 

Speaking for the Cowichan 
Indian hand council, which 
owns the largest adjacent 
piece of estuary land. W, C 
Kretz of the department of In¬ 
dian Affairs said the hand 
council has approved in prin- 
riple the building of a shingle 
mill on Indian land, if not In 
the municipality. 

"Yon (North Cowichan

TOKINO Tfdino’.s popula- 
hon is KOI), hut some 300 per¬ 
sons turned out for this 
week’s cruc-ial fiuhlic meeting 
on the proposed wildlife ref¬ 
uge in this area. 

And ihe tremendous re¬ 
sponse was apparently enough 
1c» convince the fish and wild¬ 
life branch of the pmvim-ial 
recreation ministry that an¬ 
other lor»k was necessary. 

Last week, the wildlife ref¬ 
uge filan for the Browning 
f^a-ssage-Totino Harbor region 
was all hut a toregone enneiu- 
siicn. 

It was to encompass some 
K.OOO aci'es which is alx>til 
four times the size of Thetis 
Lake Park in Greater Victoria 
and not much was known 
about it until Albemi- 
Clay<»qun1 Region Board 
members began "raising the 
odd eyebrow.” as one of them 
pul it. 

From then on eyebrows 
kept getting raised in over- 
quicker succession, and the- 
whole thing snowballed into 
this week’s public meeting 
here. 

Faced with so much opposi¬ 
tion. fish and wildlife branch 
oflicials pul the liall in the 
i-egionai c-ourt, with a citizen 
advisory committee lormed.

Three Victwia passengers 
were among 16 jiomons who 
survived a trightening ordeal 
Thursday when an AirWesl 
Airlines Twin Otter ditched in 
the freezing waters of Juan de 
Kuca Strait, three miles south 
of Macaulay Point. 

If the U.S. Coast Guard 
hadn't arrived shortly after 
the crash, a Vancouver pas¬ 
senger said. the people 
oboani the plane “wouldn’t lie 
celebrating Qiristmas this 
year.” 

The Twin Otter, a turboprop 
designed to land on water, 
was Flight 109 from Van¬ 
couver to Victoria. 

Four U.S. helicoiMei's and 
five shiiis arrived at the scene 
minutes alter the pilot, Tetl 
.Mitchell of Chilliwack, ra¬ 
dioed a distress signal at 
U :20 a.m. The message was 
picked uri by a coast guard 
helicopter at Port Angeles, 
Wash. 

Mitchell. who received 
minor head injuries, was 
treated at Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital and released. The other 
persons aboard the plane es- 
raiied major injury in the 
2*i-hour ordeal. 

The Victoria passengers 
were Gwenneth Saunders, 8fM 
Falkland, Tirieet Singh Johl, 
3662 Dartmouth, and Dr. 
Peter Coy, 4532 Tiedemann. 

All passengers and crew 
Mitchell and copilot Mike 
Lowther of West Vancouver — 
were placed aboard a U.S. 
Coast Guard helicopter and 
later transferred to a Canadi¬ 
an Harbors Board pilot boat. 
Jim McCrory, wbo was 
. manning the radio at the Port 
Angeles eoo.?t guard station, 
said the U.S. helicopters had 
to search blindly through the 
fog “until they stumbled on 
the plane.”

NORTH COWICHAN Thp 
rezoning ol a controversial 
Covsichan Bay property in 
order to halt a shingle mill 
and tog haul*out proposed 
there is underway, but council 
is awaiting advice from its so¬ 
licitor to find out if the public 
hearing was valid. 

More than 70 peofile attend¬ 
ed the 2Vs-hour public hearing 
in the crov\-ded North Cow- 
i c h a n municipal council 
chambers, ..ivhere tlie oppo¬ 
nent!!: and profionents of the 
rezoning pleaded their cases 
before council decided to gl\e 
lirst reading to the re/nning 
liylaw. 

The North Cowit han council 
zoning amendment to the 
Co\\'ic h a n eslu a r>’ jj rof>e rt>. 
which would effectively disal¬ 
low toreatr>'-related uses, was 
slated for three readings this 
week, but one of the oppo¬ 
nent's lawyers declared the 
public hearing invaKd. 

I-egal counsel for Island 
Shake and Shingle Ltd. of 
Lake CmWchan, Ken New¬ 
comb. challenged the validity 
of the hearing on two proce¬ 
dural grounds at the outset 
and asked that the hearing be 
halted. 

He said the municipal coun¬ 
cil had neglected to inform 
his clients in the manner pre¬ 
scribed in the Municipal Act. 
and questioned whether Aid. 
Birgitte Meagher, wife f^f 
Cowichan Estuary Preserva¬ 
tion Society president Michael 
Meagher, could sit as an im- 
fiartial member of council on 
the proceedings. 

After some discussion, 
chairman of the hearing. 
Mayor Getrj' Smith, over- 
nded the lawyer's objections 
with the unanimous support of 
council and applause from the 
audience which wa.s weighted 
against any further develop- 
nienl on the Cowichan es¬ 
tuary. 

But council did agree to 
.seek advice fi*om its solicitor 
fin the iirotestations and make 
its stand known in this regard 
within the ne.\t fe^’l• days. 

Municipal arlministrator 
John Berikoff said Thursday 
afternoon tbaf he had not as 
yet contacted legal counsel 
for advice, btit suggested this 
wouUl he done today. 

The municipality's regular 
legal counsel. Williams. Davie 
and Co., advised council earli¬ 
er this week that thev would 
he unable to act for them be¬ 
cause the two o^'■ners of the T3 
acres being rezoned were also 
their clients. 

The TTuncan law firm said It 
also advised its other clients, 
Doman Industries Ltd. and Is¬ 
land Shake and Shingle, that 
it could not act on their behalf 
in this matter. 

Two weeks ag<i the munici¬ 
pality of North CoNNichan 
began rezoning proceedings 
on the land south of and ad¬ 
jacent to Doman's Coxrtchan 
Rav mill. 

The move came at the same 
lime as Island Shake and 
Shingle made application to 
build a ft4.50O-snuare-f<vil mill 
on nart of the land on which It 
holds a purchase option. 

Before any submissions 
were made to the nubile hear¬ 
ing Wednesday. 13 letters, all 
l)ut two in opposition to fur¬ 
ther estuary development, 
were i-ead Into the minutes. 

The major prononenl the 
re/oning is the Co\rtchan Es- 
tuan,’ Preservation Society, 
commending council for its 
initiative in moving to protect 
Cenrtchan Bay. 

Sociepi* President Mike 
Meagher stated in his submis¬ 
sion that the current industri¬ 
al development in Cowichan 
Bay has been a source of an¬ 
noyance lo residents and 
spfirt.smen. and a source of 
environmental degrarlation in 
the estuar>-. 

"We emnhasi/e acain lluif 
such detrimental effects are 
not limited to the Doman mill, 
but apply .somewhat' to West- 
can Terminals and the loe- 
booming activities in the 
Bay.” he said. 

Meagher added that the 
proposed rezoning would l>e 
maintaining the "status quo” 
recommendation made in the 
1974 B.C. Environment and 
Land Use Committee task 
force reriort. 

Pneakin<r for the Cowichan 
Indian band council, which 
owns the largest adjacent 
fiiece of estuary land. W. C. 
Kretz of the department of In¬ 
dian Affairs said the band 
council has approved in prin¬ 
ciple the building of a shingle 
mill on Indian land, if not in 
the municipality. 

“You (North Cowichan 
council) are the author* of 
your own misfortune' by al- 


i-eady allowing development 
in the estuary. You must now 
curry some of Ihe liabilities 
and re.sponsil)inty for the 
problems," Kretz slated, ad¬ 
ding that the mill represents 
employment for band 
members. 


Environmental impact con- 
Miltuni lor Island Shake and 
•Shjnglc, Dr. T. D. (iroves, 
w ho told the hearing he did a 
Iwo-week biological a8.se.ss- 
menl on the proiwsed site,

Big Tofino crowd 
gets concessions

TOMNO — Tofino's popula¬ 
tion is 600. but some 300 per¬ 
sons turned out for this 
week’s crucial public meeting 
on the proposed wildlife ref¬ 
uge in this area. 

And the tremendous re¬ 
sponse was apparently enough 
to convince the fish and wild¬ 
life branch of the provincial 
recreation ministry that an¬ 
other look was necessary. 

I,.ast week, the wildlife ref¬ 
uge plan for the Browning 
Pa«sage-Toflno Harbor region 
w'as all but a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. 

It was to envonqiass some 
G.UUO aci'es which is abo«it 
four times the size of Thetis 
Lake Park in Greater Victoria 
- and not much was known 
about it until Albemi- 
C1 a y u q u o I Region Board 
members began "raising the 
(xld eyebrow.” as one of them 
put it. 

Fron) th’rtf on eyebrbws 
kept getting raised in ever- 
quicker succession, and the 
whole thing snowballed into 
this week’s public meeting 
here. 

Faced with so much opjmsi- 
tion, fish and wildlife branch 
officials put the ball in the 
regional court, with a citizen, 
advisory committee formed. 

It includes representation 
from Tofino, ITcluelct and 
three Indian bands, and it'll 
have a busy lime before the 


nc.\l public meeting set lor 
February ol 1977. 

For one thing, the lish- 
wildllfe branch wanted not 
only about O.OiW acres of land, 
but alx)ul 10 miles of shore¬ 
line as well. 

However. Indications were 
at the meeting this stand may 
be rcA'ised by the F’ebruary 
session. 

One of the reasons for this 
week's huge throng may have 
been the urgings swh as the 
follovrtng wtiich appeared in a 
local newsi>aper; 


'Tf you're unhappy, don't be 
complacent. to tonight’s 
meeting, express your views 
- after listening carefully to 
what the government fellow.s 
have to say—and if necessar>’. 
scream bloody murder 
against the proposal until 
you’re absolutely sure that 
the gurus in Victoria have 
heard you.” 

It certainly would appear 
that if the provincial "gurus” 
haven’t got the message by 
now, a whole batch of hearing 
aids will be in order.

After some inquiries were 
made t)y some members of 
the audience, who were fre¬ 
quently gavelled out of order 
for their outbursts, the hear¬ 
ing was closed and council 
voted unanimously to give the 
first reading. 

If the validity of the hearing 
is not challenged, second and 
third readings of the bylaw 
and any possible amendments 
will be made at the first 
meeting of council in the New 
Year.

In light of this, notice was 
tiled in a Victoria court 
Thursday by the municipal¬ 
ity’s solicitor, and a munici¬ 
pal official said work on the 
proiMsed apartment at 306.5 
Pine Street will be halted 
until the case is heard. 

In December of 1975. Gill- 


wood Estates Ltd. of Viclorifl 
a|)plied to the municipality to 
build a 26-unit attached-hous¬ 
ing development in C:he- 
niainus. 

The company was advised 
that municipal council had 
adopted a resolution imiiosing 
a moratorium on all apart¬ 
ment and multi-family devel¬ 
opment within the municipal¬ 
ity until such time as a zoning 
bylaw could be amended. 

The applicant was later ad¬ 
vised the moratorium would 
soon be lifted, and submitted 
a further aiipllcation for con¬ 
struction of the complex May 
Vi, 1976. 

In June of this year, the 
municipal council rescinded 
the building moratorium, but 
adopted a farmer resolution 


restricting subdivision in the 
Chemainus area to one lot 
from parent properties and li¬ 
mited c^struction to one and 
two-family dwellings, because 
of sewer problems.

Stores warn 
of TV game 
tube scars

At least two department store* in Victoria are warn¬ 
ing buyers of electronic video games not to leave them 
.svv itched on unattended for prolonged periods. 

Spokesmen for Eaton’s and Simpson-Sears. c*ontac1- 
ed by the Colonist, say there is the possibility that the 
game pattern will become etched on the television 
sc reen if the game overheat*. 

But the sale* and servicing departments of both 
store.s said Wednesday they have had no complaint* 
about the games. 

Nor have television sets been returned for repairs 
because of outlining or any cilj^er ^ame-related prob¬ 
lems. the stores said. 

The federal department of consumer and corporate 
affairs, in a news release Wednesday, alerted Canadi¬ 
ans to a possible problem which may develop in televi¬ 
sion set* used with electronic' video games. 

The department said prolonged use of the games 
may cause the game pattern to remain visible as a 
dark outline during regular TV v tewing. 

The department has held talks with Ihe electronics 
industry to investigate the problem. 

One major retailer has warned video game pur¬ 
chasers of a possible firoblem based on its own experi¬ 
ence with demonstration T\' sets used in it* stores over 
firolonged fieriods. 

'Hie consumer and <-oi-|x»rate affair* defiartment 
will advise consumer* of the final outcome of discus¬ 
sions between department official* and the Electrical 
and Electronic Manufacturers .Xs.sociati<Mi of Canada. 

Meantime, it ha* been suggested that video games 
.should be turned off when not in use. and that sets 
should be adjusted to low brightness and contrast when 
Ihey are used with the games. 

Although the department wants to emphasize that 
the information it has is based on games used with 
demonstration sets over long periods, it is urging cus¬ 
tomers to take precauliOTiary measures. 

In Victoria. Eaton’.* and Simpsun-Sears said their 
demonstration sets, which run eight to 12 hours a day. 
are in'woridng order and have never received outlines 
from video game pattern*. 

Eaton’s'has sold the video game* since Iasi Oirisl- 
mas; Simpson-Sear* received il* main shpiment of 
games in Sejitember.

«cni award In Vancouver 
would push the Victoria in¬ 
crease to nearly 11 i)er cent 
Htree per cent more than the 
maximum allowable increase 
under anti-inflation guide¬ 
lines, 

Williams said he was ron- 


iident that Gilmour, one of his 
senior mediators, could iron 
out the complicated dispute. 

"1 think it requires someone 
to go in and talk be»tween 
both of the parties. There 
have been some difficulties 
over the past year and I think 
Ihe assistance of Mr. Gilmour 
can help close that gap." Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Gilmour is scheduled to 
meet both sides in the dis- 
fjute today and will report 
back to the labor minister 
within 10 days.

The 350 temporary 
workers will hep 600 regular 
fxwt office employees deal

Mail vol- 
tinie in 1975 wa« low because 
of the postal strike that ended ’ 
only weeks before Oiristmas. 

M the moment, the Victoria 
post office is handling over 
one million pieces of mail 
every day. The daily average 
for the rest of the year is

"The volume continue* to 
grow, and with Christmas on 
a Saturday, it may not peak 
until next week some time.”

The post office will have an 
extra mail delivery Satuiday 
to prevent a backlog of letter* 
and parcels from,«building up 
over the weekend.

Victoria area heer parlor 
patrons will be asked by the 
weekend to support a petition 
calling for the sale of liquor 
along with draught beer at 
B.C. pubs. 

Frank Burger, president of 
the B.C. Hotels’ Association 
which is actively campaigning 
for the sale of liquor in the 
ftarlors, said f>etitions in the 
Okanagan and New West¬ 
minster have been successful 
and should be ciroulating 
among Victoria beer parktr 
customers by the weekend. 

The provincial governmeoL 
recently announced it was de¬ 
bating promulgation of a law 
permitting the sale of liquor 
in the parlors. Burger said 
the rmbHc’s support was 
necesssary if the government 
was tn change its policy. 

Burger denied reports pub¬ 
lished Wednesday that tlie op¬ 
erators were willing to trade 
olf nude dancers in the pubs 
for the right to sell hard li¬ 
quor. 

However. Burger said, the 
sale of liquor would likely 
move most beer parlors into a 
more favorable financial ptfsi- 
tion that would make the 
dancers unnecessary to at¬ 
tract additional business. 

He said that the sale of li¬ 
quor was necessary to offset 
escalating costs in running 
beer parlors which he de¬ 
scribed a* a “vulnerable" 
itusinexs. 

Burger said his own King’s 
Hotel parlor was adversely af¬ 
fected for almost lour months 
in 1974 by a beer shortage 
caused by various strikes at 
breweries. 

He deubted that the sale of 
liquor would increase rowdi- 
ness among patrons. 

Patrick Hungenberg. head 
of the local ohapter of the 
hotel association and manag¬ 
er of the Ingraham Hotel on 
Douglas, said the industry has 
been fighting for three years 
lor liquor sales in pubs. 

"I think it’s going to come," 
he said. "It's just when.” 

“We can lose beer sales be¬ 
cause of labor disputes but if 
we had liquor we could still 
keep ottr'doors open and ser¬ 
vices to the customer.”

DOHA, Qatar (I’PIi ■ Oil 
ministers of the Organization 
erf Petroleum E\TK>rtlng Coun¬ 
tries decided Thursday to 
Ixxist oil prices up to 10 per 
cent on Jan. 1.

Three V'ictoiia passengers 
were among 16 pet«bns who 
survived a frightening ordeal 
Thursday when an AirWest 
Airlines Twin Otter ditched in 
the freezing waters of Juan de 
Fuca Strait, three miles south 
of Macaulay Point. 

If the U.S. Coast (.luard 
hadn't arrived shortly after 
the crash, a Vancouver pas¬ 
senger said, the people 
aboard the plane "wouldn’t be 
celebrating Christmas this 
year.” 

The l\vin Otter, a lurbopntp 
designed to land on water, 
was Flight 109 from Van- 
< ouver to Victoria. 

Fgur U.S. helicopters and 
five shi|)s airiv^d at the scene 
minutes after the pilot, Ted 
.Mitchell of Cliilliwack. ra¬ 
dioed a distress signal at 
11:20 a.m. The me.ssage was 
picked up by a coast guard 
helit’opter at Port Angeles, 
ash. 

Mitchell. who received 
minor head injuries, was 
ti-eatcd at Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital and released. The other 
persons aboard the plane es¬ 
caped ma.K)i’ Injury in the 
2*a-hour ordeal. 

The Victoria passengers 
were Gwenneth Saunders, 884 
Falkland. Tirjeet Singh Johl, 
3662 Dartmouth, and Dr. 
Peter Coy. 4532 Tiedemann. 

.Ml passengers and crew 
Mitchell and co-piiot Mike 
Lowther of West Vancouver 
were placed aboard a U.S. 
Goast Guard helicopter and 
later transferred to a Canadi¬ 
an Harbors Board pilot boat. 

Jim -McCrory, who was 
manning the radio at the Port 
Anaeles coast guard station, 
said the U.S. hclicofiters hud 
to search blindly thniugh the 
fog "until they stumbled on 
the plane.” 

Tw'o coast guard helicopters 
were sent out on the search, 
and were laier .joined by two 
U.S. Nax'y helicopters and two 
coast guard surface vessels 
from Port Angeles. 

The first helicopter at the 
scone settled down in the 
water next to the disabled air¬ 
plane, and began taking pas¬ 
sengers aboard. 

One of the copter crewTnon 
Riinped into the water to 
assist passengers w’ho were 
swimming over from the 
plane's pontoon and cabin and 
the co-pilot hel])ed the passen¬ 
gers into the helicopter. 

About halfway thrtiugh the 
rescue ojieration, McCrory 
said, the AirWe«t plane sud- 
. denly listed and as it did so 


one e»f iLs wings passed 
through the ccyrfer’s spinnir^g 
rotors. 

Tile tips of all three rotors 
were knjicked off, and the 
pilot made no attempt to lifi 
off after taking all the pussen- 
gel's aboard.

Hamish Simpson. head¬ 
master of Glenlyon School for 
Beys in Oak Bay. said in an

'Ihe Victoria Riding Aca¬ 
demy was dealt another blow 
by Oak Bay council Thursday

The long struggle for a. new wage contract has 
ended in tentative agreement between negotiators 
for the province and the B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union. 

While leader of the 35,000-member union say 
the proposed settlement falls short of what they 
wanted, they w'ill recommend acceptance by mem- 
bei-s of the 13 components. 

General secretary John Fryer said the original 
goal might have been achieved ttiixxigh strike action, 
but the negotiating committee had wanted to avoid 
such a step. 

Tenns of the proposal are not being released 
until they have been made known to the member¬ 
ship. A vote is expected to be completed by late 
January. 

When talks broke off last summer the union 
had rejected a $43-a-month wage increase, holding 
to its demand for $65. 

In recent meetings with mediator Qark Gil- 
mour, the union was knowm to be interested in the 
matter of retroactive pay. Whether that has been 
achieved isn’t known, although the proposed agree¬ 
ment dates back to October, 1975, and terminates 
next July 31.
